The New York Times says: New 


York will present next Saturday a scene 
of public and general mourning such as 
never baa been seen in it, or any other 
American city before. The funeral ol 
Lincoln is the ouly occasion that can be 
compared with this, though the present 
demonstration is far more imposing 
than the Lincoln mourning. Nothing 
in the process of this draping of a great 
city ia more striking than the spotane- 
ousness with which it has been under 
taken. It was begun in advance of auy 
official action or suggestion. It is going 
on without arrangement or concert. It 
ia really surprising how rarely can bo 
detected in the draping of business 
buildings the vulgarity of commercial 
advertisement. In verj many instances 
the merchants who have draped their 
places of business hare covered their 
old sign boards in the process in order 
to avoid the suspicion of vulgar osten- 
tation. 


Beal estate men are doing a rushing 


business in renting buildings, windows 
and rieats to those who desire to view 
the funeral procession. There has al- 
ready been such a demand for places 
of observation that no fifed prices are 
•set, bnt bida are invited. Six windows 
in a Fifth Avenue residence sold for 
$100 to a speculator yesterday. 
He 


claims to bav» already contracted for 
seats at a price that will pay him hand- 
somely. Regular agencies have been 
-established where seats can be secured, 
it is estimated the funeral will attract a 
larger number of people than any event 
that baa occurred in the city. The bulk 
of the crowd will be packed along 
Broadway and Fifth Avenue, below 
Thirty-fourth street. 


The statement for the first month of 


the new fiscal year shows an alleged re- 
duction in the public debt of $8,662,- 
790, against about $4,000,000 for July, 
1881. 
The reduction for the month 


just closed does not affect the principal 
of the bonded debt, and as a matter of 
fact there has been no reduction what-

reported reduction wag obtained by the 
payment of interest on the debt. 
That 


is to say, during the month of July the 
interest due and payable and that ac- 
•orned amount to a certain sum, which 
was of course, added to tho Treasury 
•obligations, and that amount, about 
§8,000,000, 
was paid, 
leaving the 


principal of the debt in precisely the 
.same condition as on July 30tb. The 
««t cash in the Treasury shows a Ions, 
compared with July, of about $2,500,- 
OOO. According to the new method of 
Arranging the debt statement adopted 
by Treasurer Jordan, the cash avail- 
able for the payment of the public debt 
is now $44,603,504. against $40,676,930 
on July 1st. 
This apparent increase is 


really a loan, because the balance for 
August included $5,000,000 
received 


•from the New York Clearing House As- 
sociation in exchange for a like amount 
of fractional silver coin. 


A Washington special says, at the 


instance of the Grand Army of the Re- 
public, that General Logan will next 
Winter introduce a resolution in the 
•Senate declaring that it is the wish of 
the nation that General Grant's remains 
be buried at Washington.

passing some weeks at Paris, left Sun- 
day for Ems. Her future sister-in-law. 
Miss Palmer, accompanied her.

Wixom and his son-in-law elect go to 
Aix-Les-Baines, the water there having 
been recommended to Dr. Wixom for 
rheumatism.

nstitntiona or the temper of Americans 
as a people.''

For butbiug this lube bus no superior; 
the writer Las sported in the lochs of 
Arglyiesbire, ID the 
placid, tideless 


waters of the beautiful bay of Naples, in 
Palermo's lovely harbor, in Corinth's 
deep enbosomed gnl/, the wide bay of 
Putras, in the snored waters of "uucon- 
qnered Salnmis." among the gem-like 
islands of Rio Janeiro, audplnnped into 
the waves of the mighty Pacific; but 
not in any of these does the bather feel 
a more delightful and exhilerating sen- 
sation thau when resting at ease or 
plunging freely in the beautifully-clear 
and strongly-saline waters of this too- 
little known lake. The grand scenery 
of Keeler is not less favored; be- 
yond the lake lies the loftiest, the most 
picturesque, the wildest and grandest 
chain of mountains on the continent.

the continent that be might once again 
enjoy the pleasure of looking upon 
them. 
Last week Albert Biemadt 


found even more pleasure in contem- 
plating the matchless scenery around 
Keeler than when be visited the same 
scenes years ago. So eminent a sci- 
entist as Professor Langley says that in 
a spot not far from Keeler the United 
States hag the best location in the 
world for an observatory, because of 
the purity of the atmosphere and the 
absolute certainty of having "many 
fine days " all the year aronud.

The most remarkable fact showu by 


an inspection of tbe records is that the 
immigration during tbe past five years 
—2,968,158—exceeds tbe total for tbe 
whola decade from 1870 to 1880, viz., 
2,812,191, which was the largest for any 
decade in our history. This bag an im- 
portant bearing upon any estimate of 
the country's present population. Be- 
tween 1870 and 1880 tbe number of in- 
habitants increased 30 per cent., from 
38,558,371 to 50,155,783. An increase 
during the five years since 1880 at tbe 
rate of 30 per cent, ia ten years would 
make tbe present population 57,679,150; 
but as the immigration of a whole de- 
cade has been compressed into these 
five years, the gain mast obviously have 
been more rapid than 3 per cect. a year. 
Tbe great excess of growth from this 
outside source would apparently justify 
an estimate of 59,000,000 at tbe present 
time, and the next Fourth of July ora- 
tor may safely boast about a nation 
with 60,000,000 of people.
